WE, the people of the United States, in order to form a 
more perfect union, establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quillity, provide for the common defence, promote the gen- 
eral welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity, do ordain and establish this Consttcution 
FOB THE United ^ates op Ameeica. 

ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. All legislative powers herein granted shall be 
vested in a congress of the United States, which shall consist 
of a senate and house of representatives. 

Sect. 2. The house of representatives shall be composed 
of members chosen every second year, by the people of the 
several states ; and the electors in each state shall have the 
qualifications requisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the state legislature. 

No person shall be a representative who shall not have 
attained to the age of twenty-five years, and been seven years a 
dtdzen of the United States, and who shall not, when elected* 
be an inhabitant of that state in which he shall be chosen. 
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Bepresentatiyes and direct taxes shall be apportioned 
an^ong the several states which may be included within this 
Union, according to their respective numbers, which shall 
be determined by adding to the whole number of free per- 
sons, including those bound to service for a term of years, 
and excluding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other 
persons. The actual enumeration shall be made within 
three years after the first meeting of the congress of the 
United States, and within every subsequent term of ten 
years, in such manner as they shall by law direct. The 
number of representatives shall not exceed one for every 
thirty thousand; but each state shall have at least one 
representative ; and until such enumeration shall be made, 
the state of New Hampshire shall be entitled to choose tiiree, 
Massachusetts eight, Rhode Island and Providence Planta- 
tions one, Connecticut five. New York six. New Jersey four, 
Pennsylvania eight, Delaware one, Maryland six, Virginia ten, 
North Carolina five, South Carolina five, and Georgia three. 

When vacancies happen in the representation from any 
state, the executive authority thereof shall issue writs of 
election to fill such vacancies. 

The house of representatives shall choose their speaker 
and other officers ; and shall have the sole power of impeach- 
ment* • 

Sect. 3. The senate of the United States shall be com- 
posed of two senators from each state, chosen by the legisla- 
ture thereof, for six years ; and each senator shall have one 
vote. 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence 
of the first election, they shall be divided, as equally as may 
be, into three classes. The seats of the senators of the first 
elass shall be vacated at the expiration of the second year ; 
of the second class at the expiration of the fourth year ; and 
of the third class, at the expiration of the sixth year ; so that 
one-third may be chosen every second year ; and if vacancies 
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happen by resignation or otherwise, during the recess of the 
legislature of any state, the executive thereof may make 
temporary appointments, until the next meeting of the 
legislature, which shall then fill such vacancies. 

No person shall be a senator, who shall not have attained 
to the age of thirty years, and been nine years a citizen of 
the United States, and who shall not, when elected, be an 
inhabitant of that state for which he shall be chosen. 

The vice-president of the United States shall be president 
of the senate, but shall have no vote imless they be equally 
divided. 

The senate shall choose their other officers, and also a pres- 
ident pro tempore^ in the absence of the vice-president, or 
when he shall exercise the office of president of the United 
States. 

The senate shall have the sole power to try all impeach- 
ments ; when sitting for that purpose, they shall be on oath 
or affirmation. When the president of the United States is 
tried, the chief justice shall preside ; and no person shall bo 
convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present. 

Judgment, in cases of impeachment, shall not extend 
further than to removal from office and disqualification to 
hold and e^joy any office of honor, trust, or profit, under the 
United States ; but the party convicted shall nevertheless be 
liable and subject to indictment, trial, judgment and punish- 
ment according to law. 

Sect. 4. The times, places and manner of holding elec- 
tions for senators and representatives, shall be prescribed in 
each state by the legislature thereof; but the congress may, 
at any time, by law, make or alter such regulations, except 
as to the places of choosing senators. 

The congress shall assemble at least once in every year, 
and such meeting shall be on the first Monday in December^ 
nsless they shall by law appoint a different day. 
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Sect. 5. Each house shall be the judge of the electioiiSf 
returns and qualifications of its own members, and a major- 
ity of each shall constitute a quorum to do business ; but a 
smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and may be 
authorized to compel the attendance of absent members, in 
such manner, and under such penalties, as each house may 
provide. 

Each house may determine the rules of its proceedings, 
punish its members for disorderly behavior, and, with the 
concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member. 

Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and 
from time to time publish the same, excepting such parts as 
may in their judgment require secrecy ; and the yeas and 
nays of the members of either house, on any question, shall, 
at the desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the 
journal. 

Neither house, during the session of congress, shaU, with- 
out the consent of the other, adjourn for more than three 
days, nor to any other place than that in which the two 
houses shall be sitting. 

Sect. 6. The senators and representatives shaU receive a 
compensation for their services, to be ascertained by law, and 
paid out of the treasury of the United States. They shall, in 
all cases, except treason, felony and breach of the peace, be 
privileged from arrest during their attendance at the session 
of their respective houses, and in going to and returning from 
the same ; and for any speech or debate in either house, they 
shall not be questioned in any other place. 

No senator or representative shall, during the time for 
which he was elected, be appointed to any civil office under 
the authority of the United States, which shall have been 
created, or thd emoluments whereof shall have been ia- 
ereased during such time ; and no person holding any office 
voder the United States shall be a meBiber of either house 
during his coutinuanoe in offios* 
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SsoT. 7. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in 
the house of representatives ; but the senate may propose or 
concur with amendments, as on other bills. 

Every bill which shall have passed the house of represen- 
tatives and the senate, shaU, before it become a law, be pre- 
sented to the president of the United States ; if he approve, 
he shall sign it ; but if not, he shall return it, with his 
objections, to that house in which it shall have originated, 
who shall enter the objections at large on their journal, and 
proceed to reconsider it. If, after such reconsideration, two- 
thirds of that house shall agree to pass the bill, it shall be 
sent, together with the objections, to the other house, by 
which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and, if approved by 
two-thirds of that house, it shall become a law. But in all 
such cases, the votes of both houses shall be determined by 
yeas and nays ; and the names of the persons voting for and 
against the bill, shall be entered on the journal of each house 
respectively. If any bill shall not be returned by the presi- 
dent within ten days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have 
been presented to him, the same shall be a law, in like 
manner as if he had signed it, unless the congress, by their 
adjournment, prevent its return, in which case it shall not 
be a law. 

Every order, resolution or vote, to which the concur- 
rence of the senate and house of representatives may be 
necessary, (except on a question of adjournment,) shall be 
presented to the president of the United States; and, 
before the same shall take effect, shall be approved by 
him, or, being disapproved by him, shaU be re-passed 
by two-thirds of the senate and house of representatives, 
according to the rules and limitations prescribed in the case 
of a bill. 

Sect. 8. The congress shall have power : — To lay and 
eoUect taxes, duties, imposts and excises, to pay the debts and 
provide for the common defence and general welfare of the 
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United States ; but all duties, imposts and excises shall be 
nniform throughout the United States : — To borrow money 
on the credit of the United States :— ^To regulate commerce 
with foreign nations and among the several states, and with 
the Indian tribes : — To establish an uniform rule of natural- 
ization, and uniform laws on the subject of bankruptcies 
throughout the United States : — To coin money, regulate the 
yalue thereof, and of foreign coin, and fix the standard of 
weights and measures : — To provide for the punishment of 
counterfeiting the securities and current coin of the United 
States : — To establish post offices and post roads : — To pro- 
mote the progress of science and useful arts, by securing, 
for limited times, to authors and inventors, the exclusive 
right to their respective writings and discoveries : — To con- 
stitute tribunals inferior to the supreme court : — To define 
and punish piracies and felonies committed on the high seas, 
and offences against the law of nations : — ^To declare war, 
grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make rules con- 
cerning captures on land and water : — To raise and support 
armies ; but no appropriation of money to that use shall be 
for a longer term than two years : — To provide and maintain 
a navy : — To make rules for the government and regulation 
of the land and naval forces : — To provide for calling forth 
the militia to execute the laws of the Union, suppress insur- 
rections and repel invasions: — To provide for organizing, 
arming and disciplining the militia, and for governing such 
part of them as may be employed in the service of the United 
States, reserving to the states, respectively, the appointment 
of the officers, and the authority of training the militia, 
according to the discipline prescribed by congress : — To ex- 
ercise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever over such 
district, (not exceeding ten miles square,) as may by cession 
of particidar states, and the acceptance of congress, become 
the seat of the government of the United States; and to 
exercise like authority over all places purchased by consent 
of the legislature of Uie state in which the same shall be, for 
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the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, dock yards and 
other needful buildings : and to make all laws which shall 
be necessary and proper for carrying into execution the 
foregoing powers, and all other powers vested by this con- 
stitution in the government of the United States, or in any 
department or ofiicer thereof. 

Sect. 9. The migration or importation of such persons, 
as any of the states now existing shall think proper to admit, 
shall not be proMbited by the congress prior to the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eight : but a tax or duty may be 
imposed on such importation, not exceeding ten dollars for 
each person. 

The privileges of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be 
suspended, unless when, in cases of rebellion or invasion, the 
public safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder or ex post facto law, shall be passed. 

No capitation or other direct tax, shall be laid, unless in 
proportion to the census or enumeration, herein before directed 
to be taken. 

No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported from any 
state. 

No preference shall be given, by any regulation of com- 
merce or revenue, to the ports of one state over those of 
another ; nor shall vessels bound to or from one state, be 
obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties in another. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury but in 
consequence of appropriations made by law ; and a regu- 
lar statement and account of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of all public money shall be published from time to 
time. 

No title of nobility shall be granted by the United States ; 
and no person holding any office of profit or trust under 
them, shall, without the consent of the congress, accept of 
any present, emolument, office, or title, of any kind what- 
ever, from any king, prince, or foreign state. 

2 
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Sect. 10.' No state shall enter into any treaty, alliance, 
or confederation ; grant letters of marque imd reprisal ; coin 
money ; emit bills of credit; make any thing but gold and 
silver c6in a tender in payment of debts ; pass any bill of 
attainder, ex post facto law, or law impairing the obligation 
of contracts; or grant any title of nobility. No state shall, 
without the consent of the congress, lay any imposts, or duties 
on imports or exports, except what may be absolutely neces- 
sary for executing its inspection laws ; and the net produce 
of all duties and imposts, laid by any stsxe on imports, or 
exports, shall be for the use of the treasury of the United 
States ; and all such laws shall be subject to the revision and 
control of the congress. No state shall, without the consent 
of congress, lay any duty of tonnage, keep troops, or ships of 
war, in time of peace, enter into any agreement or comi>act 
with another state, or with a foreign power, or engage ia 
war, unless actually invaded, or in such imminent danger as 
will not admit of delay. 

ARTICLE n. 

Section 1. The executive power shall be vested in a Presi- 
dent of the United States of America. He shall hold his office 
during the term of four years ; and, together with the Vice- 
President, chosen for the same term, be elected as follows :— 

Each state shall appoint, in such manner as the legislature 
tliereof may direct, a number of electors, equal to the whole 
number of senators and representatives to which the state 
may be entitled in the congress : but no senator or represen- 
tative, or person holding an office of trust or profit under the 
United States, shall be appointed an elector. 

The electors shall meet in their respective states, and vote 
by ballot for two persons, of whom one at least, shall not be 
an inhabitant of the same state with themselves : and they 
shall make a list of all the persons voted for, and of the 
number of votes for each; which list they shall sign and 
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certify, and transmit, sealed, to the seat of the government of 
the United States, directed to the president of the senate. 
The president of the senate shall, in the presence of the 
senate and house o'f representatives, open all the certifi- 
cates, and the votes shall then be counted. The person 
having the greatest number of votes, shall be the president, if 
such number be a majority of the whole number of electors 
appointed : And if there be more than one who have such 
majority, and have an equal number of votes, then the 
house of representatives shall immediately choose by ballot 
one of them for president ; and if no person have a majority, 
then from the five highest on the list, the said house shall, 
in like manner, choose the president : but in choosing the 
president, the votes shall be taken by states, the representa- 
tion from each state having one vote; a quorum for this 
purpose shall consist of a inember or members from two- 
thirds of the states, and a majority of all the states shall be 
necessary to a choice. In every case, after the choice of the 
president, the person having the greatest number of votes 
of the electors shaU be the vice-president. But if there 
should remain two or more who have equal votes, the senate 
shall choose from them, by ballot, the vice-president. [See 
Amendments, Article XII.] 

The congress may determine the time of choosing the elec- 
tors, and the day on which they shall give their votes: 
which day shall be the same throughout the United States. 

No person, except a natural born citizen, or a citizen of 
the United States at the time of the adoption of this 
constitution, shall be eligible to the office of pi(8sident; 
neither shall any person be eligible to that office, who shall 
not have attained the age of thirty-five years, and been 
fourteen years a resident within the United States. 

In case of the removal of the president from office, or of his 
death, resignation, or inability to discharge the powers and 
duties of the said office, the same shall devolve on the vice- 
president ; and the congress may by law provide for the case 
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of removal, death, resignation, or inability both of the presi- 
dent and yice-president, declaring what officer shall then 
act as president; and such officer shall act accordingly, tintil 
the disability be removed, or a president shall be elected. 

The president shall, at stated times, receive for his services 
a compensation, which shall neither be increased nor dimin- 
ished during the period for which he shall have been elect- 
ed ; and he shall not receive, within that period, any other 
emolument from the United States, or any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall 
take the following oath or affirmation : — 

" I do solemnly swear, (or affirm,) that I will faithfully 
execute the office of president of the United States, and will, 
to the best of my ability, preserve, protect, and defend the 
constitution of the United States." 

Sect. 2* The president shall be commander-in-chief of 
the army and navy of the United States, and of the militia 
of the several states, when called into the actual service of the 
United States. He may reqiiire the opinion in writing, of 
the principal officer in each of the executive departments, 
upon any subject relating to the duties of their respective 
offices, and he shall have power to grant reprieves and 
pardons for offences against the United States, except in 
cases of impeachment. 

He shall have power, by and with the advice and consent 
of the senate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of the 
senators present concur ; and he shall nominate, and, by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint 
ambassadors, other public ministers and consuls, judges of 
the supreme court, and all other officers of the United 
States, whose appointments are not herdn otherwise pro- 
vided for, and which shall be established by law : but the 
songress may by law vest the appointment of such inferior 
officers as they think proper, in the president alone, in the 
80urts of law, or in the heads of departments. 
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The president shall have power to fill up all vacancies that 
may happen during the recess of the senate, by granting 
commissions which shall expire at the end of their next 
session. 

Sect. 3. He shall, from time to time, give to the congress 
information of the state of the Union, and recommend to their 
consideration such measures as he shall judge necessary and 
expedient ; he may, on extraordinary occasions, convene both 
houses, or either of them, and in case of disagreement 
between them, with respect to the time of adjournment, he 
may adjourn them to such time as he shall think proper ; he 
shall receive ambassadors and other public ministers; he 
shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed, and shall 
commission all the officers of the United States. 

Sect. 4. The president, vice-president, and all civil 
officers of the United States, shall be removed from office on 
impeachment for, and conviction of, treason, bribery, or 
other high crimes and misdemeanors. 

ARTICLE in. 

Section 1. The judicial power of the United States shall 
be vested in one supreme court, and in such inferior courts 
as the congress may, from time to time, ordain and establish. 
The judges, both of the supreme and inferior courts, shall 
hold their offices during good behavior, and shall at stated 
times, receive for their services a compensation, which shall 
not be diminished during their continuance in office. 

Sect. 2. The judicial power shall extend to all cases, in 
law and equity, arising under this constitution, the laws of 
the United States, and treaties made, or which shall be 
made, under their authority ; to all cases affecting ambassa- 
dors, other public ministers, and consuls ; to all cases of 
admiralty and maritime jurisdiction; to controversies to 
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which the United States shall be a party ; to controyersies 
between two or more states ; between a state and citizens of 
another state ; between citizens of different states, between 
citizens of the same state claiming lands under grants (^ 
different states, and between a state, or the citizens thereof, 
and foreign states, citizens, or subjects. [See Amendments, 
Article XI.] 

In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers 
and consuls, and those in which a state shall be a party, the 
supreme court shall have original jurisdiction. In all the other 
cases before mentioned, the supreme court shall have appel- 
late jurisdiction, both as to law and fact, with such excep- 
tions and under such regulations, as the congress shall make. 

The trial of all crimes, except in cases of impeachment, 
shall be by jury ; and such trial shall be held in the state 
where the said crimes shall have been committed ; but when 
not committed within any state, the trial shall be at such 
place or places as the congress may by law have directed. 

Sect. 3. Treason against the United States shall consist 
only in levying war against them, or in adhering to their 
enemies, giving them aid and comfort. No person shall be 
convicted of treason, unless on the testimony of two witnesses 
to the same overt act, or on confession in open court. 

The congress shall have power to declare the punishment 
of treason ; but no attainder of treason shall work corruption 
of blood, or forfeiture, except during the life of the person 
attainted. 

ARTICLE rv. 

SBcnoN 1. FuU faith and credit shall be given in each 
state to the public acts, records, and judicial proceedings of 
every other state : and the congress may, by general laws, 
prescribe the manner in which such acts, records and pro- 
ceedings, shall be proved, and the effect thereof. 

Sbot. 2. The citizens of each state shall be entitled to all 
privileges and immunities of citizens in the several states. 
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A person charged in any state with treason, felony, or 
other crime, who shall flee from justice, and be found in 
another state, shall, on demand of the executive authority of 
the state from which he fled, be delivered up, to be removed 
to the state having jurisdiction of the crime. 

No person held to service or labor in one state, under 
the laws thereof, escaping into another, shall, in consequence 
of any law or regulation therein, be discharged from such 
service or labor ; but shall be delivered up on claim of the 
party to whom such service or labor may be due. 

Sbot. 3. New states may be admitted by the congress 
into this Union ; but no new state shall be formed or erected 
witldn the jurisdiction of any other state, nor any state be 
formed by the junction of two or more states or parts of 
states, without the consent of the legislatures of the states 
concerned, as well as of the congress. 

The congress shall have power to dispose of, and make all 
needful rules and regulations respecting the territory or 
other property belonging to the United States ; and nothing 
in this constitution shall be so construed as to prejudice any 
claims of the United States or of any particular state. 

Sect. 4. The United States shall guarantee to every 
State in this Union a republican form of government : and 
shall protect each of them against invasion : and, on applica- 
tion of the legislature, or of the executive, (when the legis- 
lature cannot be convened,) against domestic violence. 

ARTICLE V. 

The congress, whenever two-thirds of both houses shall 
deem it necessary, shall propose amendments to this con- 
stitution, or on the application of the legislatures of two- 
thirds of the several states, shall call a convention for 
proposing amendments, which, in either case, shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes, as part of this constitu- 
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tion, when ratified by the legislatures of three-fourths of 
the several states, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof^ 
as the one or the other mode of ratification may be proposed 
by the congress ; provided, that no amendment which may 
be made prior to the year one thousand eight himdred and 
eight, shall, in any manner, affect the first and fourth clauses 
in the ninth section of the first article ; and that no state 
without its consent, shall be deprived of its equal suffrage in 
the senate. 

ARTICLE VI. 

All debts contracted, and engagements entered into before 
the adoption of this constitution, shall be as valid against 
the United States, under this constitution, as under the 
Confederation. 

This constitution, and the laws of the United States which 
shall be made in pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or 
which shall be made, under the authority of the United 
States, shall be the supreme law of the land ; and the judges 
in every state shall be bound thereby, any thing in the con- 
stitution or laws of any state to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

The senators and representatives before mentioned, and 
members of the several state legislatures, and all execu- 
tive and judicial officers, both of the United States and of the 
several states shall be bound, by oath or affirmation, to 
support this constitution ; but no religious test shall ever be 
required as a qualification to any office or public trust under 
the United States. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

The ratification of the conventions of nine states shall be 
sufficient for the establishment of this constitution, between 
the states so ratifying the same.

I. Congress shall make no law respecting an es 
mcnt of religion, or prohibiting tbe free eierciae ther 
nbridging the freedom of speech, or of the press ; OT tl 
of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petit 
goremment for a redress of grievances. 

II. A well regulated militia being necessary to th 
rity of a free state, the tight of the people to keep a 
arras, shall not be infringed. 

III. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quart 
Bny house without the consent of the owner, nor in 
war hut in a manner to he prescribed by law. 

IV. The right of the people to be secure in their { 
houses, papers and effects, Rgainst unreasonable seaic 
seizures, shall not be violated ; and no wBirants sha 
bat upon probable cause, supported by oath or affir 
and pardculsriy describing the place to be searchi 
the persons or things to be seized. 

Y. No person shall be held to answer for a capittd o 
wise infamous crime, unless on a presentment or ind 
of a grand jury, except in cases arising in the land o 
forces, or in the militia when in actual service in time 
or ptiblic danger ; nor shall any person be subject 
same offence to be twice put in jeopardy of life or lin 
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slall be compelled, in any criminal case, to be a witness 
against himself, nor be deprived of life, liberty or property, 
without due process of law ; nor shall private property be 
taken for public use, without just compensation. 

YI. In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy 
the right to a speedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of 
the state and district wherein the crime shall have been com- 
mitted, which district shall have been previously ascertained 
by law, and to be informed of the nature and cause of the 
accusation; to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him; to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses 
in his favor ; and to have the assistance of counsel for his 
defence. 

VII. In suits at common law, where the value in contro- 
versy shall exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial by jury 
shall be preserved, and no fact, tried by a jury, shall be 
otherwise re-examined, in any court of the United States, 
than according to the rules of the common law. 

VIII. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishments inflicted. 

IX. The' enumeration, in the constitution, of certain 
rights, shall not be construed to deny or disparage others 
retained by the people. 

X. The powers not delegated to the United States by the 
constitution, nor prohibited by it, to the states, are reserved 
to the states respectively, or to the people. 

XI. The judicial power of the United States shall not 
be construed to extend to any suit in law or equity, com- 
menced or prosecuted against one of the United States by 
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citizens of another state, or by citizens or subjects of any 
for^gn state. 

Xn. The electors shall meet in their respective states, and 
vote by ballot for president and vice-president, one of whom 
at least, shall not be an inhabitant of the same state with 
themselves; they shaU name in their ballots, the person 
voted for as president, and in distinct ballots, the person 
voted for as vice-president ; and they shall make distinct lists 
of all persons voted for as president, and of all persons voted 
for as vice-president, and of the number of votes for each ; 
which lists they shall sign and certify, and transmit sealed to 
the seat of the government of the United States, directed to 
the president of the senate ; the president of the senate shall, 
{n the presence of the senate and house of representatives, 
open all the certificates, and the votes shall then be count- 
ed; the person having the greatest number of votes for 
president, shall be the president, if such number be a major- 
ity of the whole number of electors appointed : and if 
no person have such majority, then from the persons 
having the highest numbers, not exceeding three on the 
list of those voted for as president, the house of repre- 
sentatives shall choose immediately, by ballot, the president; 
but in choosing the president, the votes shall be taken by 
states, the representation from each state having one vote ; 
a quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or 
members from two-thirds of the states, and a majority of all 
the states shall be necessary to a choice ; and if the house of 
representatives shall not choose a president, whenever the right 
of choice shall devolve upon them, before the fourth day 
of March next following, then the vice-president shall act as 
president, as in the case of the death or other constitutional 
disability of the president. 

The person having the greatest number of votes as vice- 
president, shall be the vice-president, if such number be a 
majority of the whole number of electors appointed ; and ii 
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no person haye a majority, then, from the two highest num- 
bers on the list, the senate shall choose the vice-president ; a 
quorum for the purpose shall consist of two-thirds of the 
whole number of senators, and a majority of the whole 
number shall be necessary to a choice. 

But no person, constitutionally ineligible to the office of 
president, shall be eligible to that of vice-president of the 
United States. 

XIII. Sbct. 1. Neither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tude, except as a punishment for crime whereof the party 
shall have been duly convicted, shall exist within the United 
States, or any place subject to their jurisdiction. 

Sect. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this article 
by appropriate legislation. 

XIV. Sect. 1. All persons bom or naturalized in the 
United States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are 
citizens of the United States, and of the State wherein they 
reside. No State shaU make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of the Uni- 
ted States, nor shall any state deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property, without due process of law, nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws. 

Sect. 2. Hepresentatives shall be apportioned among the 
several States, according to their respective numbers, count- 
ing the whole number of persons in each state, excluding 
Indians not taxed. But when the right to vote at any election 
for the choice of electors for president and vice-president of the 
United States, representatives in Congress, the executive and 
judicial officers of a state, or the legislature thereof, is denied 
to any of the male inhabitants of such state, being twenty- 
one years of age, and citizens of the United States, or in 
any way abridged, except for participation in rebellion, or 
other crimes, the basis of representation shall be reduced in 
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the proportion which the number of such male citizens shall 
bear to the whole number of such citizens, twenty-one years 
of age, in such state. 

Sect. 3. No person shall be a senator or representative 
in Congress, or elector of president or vice- president, or hold 
any ofiS.ce, civil or military, under the United States, or 
under any state, who having previously taken an oath as a 
member of Congress, or as an officer of the United States, 
or as a member of any state legislature, or as an executive or 
judicial officer of any state, to support the Constitution of 
the United States, shall have engaged in insurrection or 
rebellion against the same, or given aid or comfort to the 
enemies thereof. But Congress may by a two- thirds vote 
of each house remove such disability. 

Sect. 4. The validity of the public debt of the United 
States, authorized by law, including debts incurred for tlie 
payment of pensions and bounties for services in suppressing 
insurrection or rebellion, shall not be questioned. But 
neither the United States, nor any state, shall assume or 
pay any debt or obligation incurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, or any claim for the 
loss or emancipation of any slave ; but all such debts, obli- 
gations and claims, shall be held illegal and void. 

Sect. 6. The Congress shall have power to enforce by 
appropriate legislation the provisions of this article. 

XV. Sect. 1. The right of citizens of the United States 
to vote shall not be denied or abridged by the United States, 
or by any state, on account of race, color, or previous con- 
dition of servitude. 

Sect. 2. The Congress shall power to enforce this article 
by appropriate legislation. 

[NoTB. — The Articles of Oonfederation between the thirteen United 
States of America were agreed upon by delegates from the States, in Con- 
gress asFembled, on the 15th of November, 1777, and were finally ratified 
by all the States, March 1st, 17S1. On the 2l8t of February, 1787, the 
Congress of the Confederation recommended that a Convention of Dele- 
gates, to be appointed by the States, be held for the purpose of revising 
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the Articles of Confederation. In accordance with this recommendationi 
del^^tes from the sereral States met together at Philadelphia, Monday, 
Hay 14, 1787, and organized by choosing Qeorge Washington as their 
President. On the 17th of September the Oonvention finally agreed to a 
proposed form of Constitution, which was transmitted to the Congress of 
the Confederation. By that body copies were transmitted to the several 
States, and the Constitution was ratified by Conventions therein in the 
following order :—

Eleven States having ratified the Constitution, Congress proceeded to 
make all proper preparations for carrying it into effect. The first Wednes- 
day of January, 1789, was appointed as the time for choosing electors, the 
first Wednesday in February as the day on which they should vote for 
President and Tice-President, and the first Wednesday of March as the 
day on which the new Congress should assemble together. The members 
of the two houses of the new Congress met at New York at the time 
appointed, March 4th, 1789. A quorum of the House of Representatives 
did not appear until the Ist of April, when a Speaker and a Clerk were 
chosen. A quorum of the Senate did not appear until April 6th, when a 
President pro tempore was chosen, for the purpose of counting the votes 
for President and Tice-President. On the same day, in presence of both 
houses, the returns of votes firom the several States were opened and 
counted. George Washington was declared elected President and John 
Adams Vice-President. The Senate then elected a President pro tempore y 
and a Secretary, and both houses being organized, proceeded to transact 
public business. On the 21st of April the Vice-President assumed his 
seat as President of the Senate, and on Thursday, April 80th, George 
Washington was inaugurated President. The Constitution was ratified 
soon afterwards by the two remaining States ; by North Carolina, Nov. 
21st, 1789, and by Rhode Island, May 29th, 1790. 

On the 25th of September, 1789, Congress proposed twelve articles of 
amendment to the Constitution, ten of which (numbered in the preceding 
pages from one to ten) were finally ratified December 15th, 1791. The 
eleventh article of amendment was proposed by Congress March 6th, 1794,. 
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and was declared by the President, in his message of Jan. 8, 1798, to have 
been adopted by the requisite nomber of States. The twelfth amendment 
was proposed by Congress December 12th, 1803, and was adopted during 
the year 1804. The thirteenth amendment was adopted by the Senate of 
the United States April 8th, 1864, by a Tote of 88 yeas to 6 nays ; and by 
the House on the Slst of January, 1865, by a vote of 119 yeas to 66 nays. 
On the 18th of December, 1865, the Secretary of State made proclamation 
that it had been ratified by the requisite number of States. 

The fourteenth amendment was adopted by the Senate of the United 
States, June 8th, 1866, by a TOte of 83 yeas to 11 nays ; and by the House 
on the 13th of June, 1866, by a Tote 188 yeas to 86 nays. On the 2l8t 
of July, 1868, the Senate and House passed this concurrent resolution : 

" Whereas, The legislatures of the States of Connecticut, Tennessee, 
New Jersey, Oregon, Yermont, West Yirginia, Kansas, Missouri, Indiana, 
Ohio, Illinois, Minnesota, New York, Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, Michigan, Nevada, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Nebraska, 
M^ne, Iowa, Arkansas, Florida, North Carolina, Alabama, South Caro- 
lina and Louisiana, being three-fourths and more of the several States of 
tbe^nion, have ratified the fourteenth article of amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, duly proposed by two-thirds of each 
house of the thirty-ninth Congress ; therefore 

" Resolved by the Senate {the House of Representatives eoneurring^) 
That said fourteenth article is hereby declared to be a part of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and it shall be duly promulgated as such by 
the Secretary of State.*' 

Afterwards, a proclamation was Issned by the Secretary of State, in 
which it was declared that the amendment liad been ratified and had 
become a part of the Constitution. 

The fifteenth amendment was adopted by Congress " on or about the 
27th day of February, in the year 1869." On the 80th of March, 1870, 
the Secretary of State proclaimed its ratification " by the legislatures of 
the States of North Carolina, West Yirginia, Massachusetts, Wisconsin, 
Maine, Louisiana, Michigan, South Carolina, Pennsylvania, Arkansas, 
Connecticut, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, New York, New Hampshire, 
Nevada, Yermont, Yirginia, Alabama, Missouri, Mississippi, Ohio, Iowa, 
Kansas, Minnesota, Rhode Island, Nebraska and Texas, in all twenty- 
nine States," three-fourths of the whole number. And the Secretary 
further proclaimed that it appeared from official documents on file in his 
department that " the legislature of New York has since passed resolu- 
tions claiming to withdraw said ratification; " and that ** the legislature 
of Georgia has by resolution ratified the said proposed amendment.^ 
The Secretary then certified that *•'• the amendment aforesaid has become 
valid to all intetits and purposes as a part of the Constitution of tho 
United States."

PREAMBLE. 

Thb end of the institution, maintenance and administra- 
tion of government, is to secure the existence of the body 
politic; to protect it; and to furnish the individuals who 
compose it, with the power of enjoying in safety and tran- 
quillity, their natural rights, and the blessings of life : and 
whenever these great objects are not obtained, the people 
have a right to alter the government, and to take measures 
necessary for their safety, prosperity and happiness. 

The body politic is formed by a voluntary association of 
individuals; it is a social compact, by which the whole 
people covenants with each citizen, and each citizen with the 
whole people, that all shall be governed by certain laws for 
the common good. It is the duty of the people, therefore, in 
framing a constitution of government, to provide for an 
equitable mode of making laws, as well as for an impartial 
interpretation, and a faithful execution of them ; that every 
man may, at all times, find his security in them. 

We, therefore, the people of Massachusetts, acknowledging, 
with grateful hearts, the goodness of the great Legislator of 
the universe, in affording us, in the course of his providence. 
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an opportunity, deliberately and peaceably, without fraud, 
yiolence or surprise, of entering into an original, explicit and 
solemn compact with each other; and of forming a new 
constitution of civil government for ourselves and posterity ; 
and devoutly imploring his direction in so interesting a 
design, do 9gree upon, ordain and establish, the following 
Declaration of Rights^ and Frame of Government^ as the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth op Massachusetts. 



PART THE FIRST. 

A Declaration of the Righie of the Inhabitants of the Com" 

monwealth of Massachttsetts, 

Abticle I. All men are bom free and equal, and have 
certain natural, essential and unalienable rights ; among 
which may be reckoned the right of enjo3ring and defending 
their lives and liberties ; that of acquiring, possessing and 
protecting property ; in fine, that of seeking and obtaining 
their safety and happiness. 

Art. II. It is the right as well as the duty of all men in 
society, publicly, and at stated seasons, to worship the 
Supbeme Being, the great Creator and Preserver of the 
universe. And no subject shall be hurt, molested or re- 
strained, in his person, liberty or estate, for worshipping 
God in the manner and season most agreeable to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience ; or for his religious profession 
or sentiments; provided he doth not disturb the public 
peace, or obstruct others in their religious worship. 

Abt. III. As the happiness of a people, and the good 
order and preservation of civil government, essentially de- 
pend upon piety, religion and morality; and as these 
cannot be generally diffused through a community, but by 
the institution of the public worship of God, and of public 
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instructions in piety, religion and morality: therefore, to 
promote their happiness, and to secure the good order and 
preservation of their government, the people of this Com- 
monwealth have a right to invest their legislature with 
power to authorize and require, and the legislature shall, 
from time to time, authorize and require, the several towns, 
parishes, precincts and other bodies politic, or religious 
societies to make suitable provision, at their own expense, 
for the institution of the public worship of God, and for 
the support and maintenance of public Protestant teachers 
of piety, religion and morality, in all cases where such pro- 
vision shall not be made voluntarily. [See Amendments, 
Article XI.] 

And the people of this Commonwealth have also a right 
to, and do, invest their legislature with authority to enjoin 
upon all the subjects an attendance upon the instructions of 
the public teachers aforesaid, at stated times and seasons, if 
there be any on whose instructions they can conscientiously 
and conveniently attend. [See Amendments, Article XI.] 

Provided notwithstanding, that the several towns, par- 
ishes, precincts, and other bodies politic, or religious societies, 
shall, at all times, have the exclusive right of electing their 
public teachers, and of contracting with them for their sup- 
port and maintenance. [See Amendments, Article XI.] 

And all moneys paid by the subject to the support of pub- 
lic worship, and of the public teachers aforesaid, shall, if he 
require it, be uniformly applied to the support of the pub- 
lic teacher or teachers of his own religious sect or denomina- 
tion, provided there be any on whose instructions he attends ; 
otherwise it may be paid towards the support of the teacher 
or teachers of the parish or precinct in which the said mon- 
eys are raised. [See Amendments, Article XI.] 

And every denomination of Christians, demeaning them- 
selves peaceably, and as good subjects of the Commonwealth, 
shall be equally under the protection of the law : and no 
subordination of any one sect or denomination to another 
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shall ever be established by law. [See AtnftTiilniAnt.«i, Article 
XI.] 

Abt. IY. The people of this Commonwealth have the 
sole and exclusiye right of governing themselves, as a free, 
sovereign, and independent State ; and do, and forever here- 
after shall, exercise and enjoy every power, jurisdiction and 
right, which is not, or may not hereafter, be by them 
expressly delegated to the United States of America, in Con- 
gress assembled. 

Art. V. All power residing originally in the people, 
and being derived from them, the several magistrates and 
officers of government, vested with authority, whether legis- 
lative, executive, or judicial, are their substitutes and agents, 
and are at all times accountable to them. 

Abt. VI. No man, nor corporation, or association of 
men, have any other title to obtain advantages, or particular 
and exclusive privileges, distinct from those of the commu> 
mty, than what arises from the consideration of services 
rendered to the public ; and this title being in nature nei- 
ther hereditary, nor transmissible to children, or descendants, 
or relations by blood, the idea of a man bom a magistrate, 
iaw-giver, or judge, is absurd and unnatural. 

Abt. YII. Government is instituted for the common 
good, for the protection, safety, prosperity and happiness ot 
the people ; and not for the profit, honor, or private interest 
of any one man, family, or class of men : Therefore the peo' 
pie alone have an incontestible, unalienable and indefeasible 
right to institute government ; and to reform, alter, or to- 
tally change the same, when their protection, safety, prosper- 
ity and happiness require it. 

Abt. VIIL In order to prevent those who are vested 
with authority, &om becoming oppressors, the people have 
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a right, at such periods and in such manner as they shall 
establish by their frame of government, to cause their public 
officers to return to private life ; and to fill up vacant places 
by certain and regular elections and appointments. 

Abt. IX. All elections ought to be free ; and all the 
Inhabitants of this Commonwealth, having such qualifica- 
tions as they shall establish by their frame of government, 
have an equal right to elect officers, and to be elected, for 
public employments. 

Abt. X. Each individual of the society has a right to be 
protected by it in the enjoyment of his life, liberty and prop- 
erty, according to standing laws. He is obliged, conse- 
quently, to contribute his share to the expense of this 
protection; to give his personal service, or an equivalent, 
when necessary : but no part of the property of any inclivid- 
ual, can, with justice, be taken from him, or applied to 
public uses, without his own consent, or that of the repre- 
sentative body of the people. In fine, the people of this 
Commonwealth are not controllable by any other laws, than 
those to which their constitutional representative body have 
given their consent. And whenever the public exigencies 
require that the property of any individual should be appro- 
priated to public uses, he shall receive a reasonable compen- 
sation therefor. 

« 

Abt. XI. Every subject of the Commonwealth ought to 
find a certain remedy, by having recourse to the laws, for all 
injuries or wrongs which he may receive in his person, prop- 
erty, or character. He ought to obtain right and justice 
freely, and without being obliged to purchase it ; completely, 
and without any denial ; promptly, and without delay ; con- 
formably to the laws. 

Abt. Xn. No subject shall be held to answer for any 
crimes or offence, until the same is fully and plainly, sub- 
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stantially and formally, described to him ; or be compelled 
to accuse, or famish evidence against himself. And every 
subject shall have a right to produce all proofs that may be 
&vorable to him ; to meet the witnesses against him, face to 
fiEUJe, and to be fully heard in his defence by himself, or his 
counsel, at his election. And no subject shaC be arrested, 
imprisoned, despoiled, or deprived of his property, immuni- 
ties, or privileges, put out of the protection of the law, 
exiled, or deprived of his life, liberty, or estate, but by the 
judgment of his peers, or the law of the land. 

And the legislature shall not make any law that shall 
subject any person to a capital or infamous punishment, 
excepting for the government of the army and navy, with- 
out trial by jury. 

Aet. XIII. In criminal prosecutions, the verification 
of fiEtcts, in the vicinity where they happen, is one of the 
greatest securities of the life, liberty, and property of the 
citizen. 

Aet. XrV. Every subject has a right to be secure from 
all unreasonable searches and seizures of his person, his 
houses, his papers, and all his possessions. All warrants, 
therefore, are contrary to this right, if the cause or founda- 
tion of them be not previously supported by oath or affirma- 
tion ; and if the order in the warrant to a civil officer, to 
make search in suspected places, or to arrest one or more 
suspected persons, or to seize their property, be not accompa- 
nied with a special designation of the persons or objects of 
search, arrest, or seizure ; and no warrant ought to be issued 
but in cases, and with the formalities prescribed by the 
laws. 

Abt. XV. In all controversies concerning property, and 
in all suits between two or more persons, except in cases in 
which it has heretofore been otherways tised and practised, 
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the parties have a right to trial bj jury ; and tbla n 
procediue shall be held sacred, unless, in csuaes ai 
the high aeaa, and such as relate ti 
legislature shall hereafter find it ni 



Ant. XTI. Tbe libeitj of the inesa is essentia 
sccucit; of freedom ut a state: it ought not, theiefoJ 
restrained in this Commonirealtli. 

Art. XVII. The people have a right to keep anc 
arms for the common defence. And ea, in time ( 
armies are dangerous to liberty, they ought not to t 
lained without the consent of the l^islature ; and t 
tary power shall always be held in an exact subor 
to the civil authority, and be governed by it. 

Abt. XVin. A frequent recurrence to the fui 
tal principles of the constitution, and a constant adhc 
those of piety, justice, moderation, temperance, indus 
frugality, are absolutely necessary to preserve the 
tages of liberty, and to maintdn a free goremmer 
people ought, consequently, to have a particular atte 
all those principles, in the choice of their officers an 
sentatives; and they have a right to require of th 
givers and magistrates, an esact and constant obser 
them, in the formation and execution of the laws n 
for the good administration of the Commonwealth. 

A&T. XIX. The people have a right, in an ordi 
peaceable manner, to assemble to consult upon the ■ 
good ; give instructions to their representatives, ani 
quest of the legislative body, by the way of address 
tions, or remonstrances, redress of the wrongs don 
and of the grievances they suffer. 
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Abt. XX. The power of suspending the laws, or the 
execution of the laws, ought never to be exerdsed but by the 
legislature, or by authority derived from it, to be exercised 
in such particular cases only as the legislature shall express- 
ly provide for. 

Abt. XXI. The freedom of deliberation, speech and 
debate, in either house of the legislature, is so essential to 
the rights of the people, that it cannot be the foundation of 
any accusation or prosecution, action or complaint, in any 
other court or place whatsoever. 

Abt. XXn. The legislature ought frequently to assem- 
ble for the redress of grievances, for correcting, strengthening 
and confirming the laws, and for making new laws, as the 
common good may require. 

Abt. XXm. No subsidy, charge, tax, impost, or duties, 
ought to be established, fixed, laid, or levied, under any 
pretext whatsoever, without the consent of the people, at 
their representatives in the legislature. 

Abt. XXiy. Laws made to punish for actions done 
before the existence of such laws, and which have not been 
declared crimes by preceding laws, are unjust, oppressive, 
and inconsistent with the fundamental principles of a free 
government. 

Abt. XXV, No subject ought, in any case, or in any 
time, to be declared guilty of treason or felony by the legisla- 
ture. 

Abt. XXYL No ma^^strate or court of law shall de- 
mand excessive bail or sureties, impose excessive fines, or 
inflict cruel or imusual punishments. 
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Art. XXYII. In time of peace, no soldier ought to be 
quartered in any house without the consent of the owner ; 
and in time of war, such quarters ought not to be made but 
by the ciyil magistrate, in a manner ordained by the legisla- 
ture. 

Abt. XXYin. No person can in any case be subjected 
to law-martial, or to any penalties or pains, by virtue of that 
law, except those employed in the army or navy, and except 
the militia in actual service, but by authority of the legis- 
lature. 

Abt. XXTX. It is essential to the preservation of the 
rights of every individual, his life, liberty, property and 
character, that there be an impartial interpretation of the 
laws, and administration of justice. It is the right of 
every citizen to be tried by judges as free, impartial and 
independent as the lot of himianity will admit. It is, 
therefore, not only the best policy, but for the security 
of the rights of the people, and of every citizen, that the 
judges of the supreme judicial court should hold their offices 
as long as they behave themselves well, and that they should 
have honorable salaries ascertained and established by stand- 
ing laws. 

Abt. XXX. In the government of this Commonwealth, 
the legislative department shall never exercise the executive 
and judicial powers, or either of them; the executive shall 
never exercise the legislative and judicial powers, or either of 
ihem ; the judicial shall never exercise the legislative and 
executive powers, or either of them : to the end it may be 
a govermnoat of laws, and not of men.

The Frame of OovemmefU. 

The people, i&habitmg the territory formerly called the 
Province of Massachusetts Bay, do hereby solemnly and 
mutually agree with each other, to form themselves into a 
free, sovereign and independent body politic or state, by the 
name of The CoMMOirvnBAi.TH ov Massachusetts. 

CHAPTER I. 

THE LEGISLATIYE POWEB. 

SECTION I. 

The General Court* 

AftTiCLB 1. The department of legislation shall be fonn- 
ed by two branches, a Senate and House of Representatives, 
each of which shall have a negative on the other. 

The legislative body shall assemble every year, on the 
last Wednesday in May, and at such other times as they 
shall judge necessary ; and shall dissolve and be dissolved, 
on the day next preceding the said last Wednesday in May ; 
and shall be styled. The Genebal Coubt of Massachu- 
setts. [See Amendments, Article X.] 

Art. II. No bill or resolve of the senate or house of rep- 
resentatives shall become a law, and have force as such, until 
it shall have been laid before the governor for his revisal ; 
and if he, upon such revision, approve thereof, he shall sig- 
nify his approbation by signing the same. But if he have 
any objection to the passing of such bill or resolve, he shall 
return the same, together with his objections thereto, in 
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wTiting, to the senate or house of representatiTeg, in i 
soever the same shall have originated, who shall ent 
objectiona sent down by the governor, at large, on 
recoids, and proceed to reconsider the naid bill or rei 
but if, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of thi 
senate or house of representatives, shall, notwithitandii 
said objections, agree to pass the same, it shall, to; 
vrith the objections, be sent to the other branch of the 
lature, where it shall also be reconsidered, and if ap| 
by two-thirds of the members present, shaU hav 
force of a law : but in all such cases, tht votes ol 
houses shall be determined by yeaa and nays; an 
names of the persons votiug for, or against, the suid I 
resolve, shall be entered upon the public records c 
Commonwealth. 

And in order to prevent unnecessary delays, if any 1 
resolve shall not be returned by the governor withii 
days after it shall have been presented, the same shall 
the force of a law. [See Amendments, Article L] 

Aht. III. The general court shall forever have full] 
and authority to erect and constitute judicatories and [ 
of record, or other courls, to be held in the name i 
Commonwealth, for the hearing, trying and determin 
all manner of crimes, offences, pleas, processes, p] 
actions, matters, causes and thin^, whatsoever, aiisi: 
happening within tlie Commonwealth, or between or 
cerning persons inhabiting, or residing, or brought v 
the same { whether the same he criminal or civ: 
whether the said crimes be capital or not capital, 
whether the said pleas be teal, personal, or miied 
for the awarding and making out of execution t 
upon ; ta which courts and judicatories are hereby 
and granted full power and authority, from time to 
to administer oaths or affirmations, for the better diso 
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of truth in any matter in controversy, or depending before 
them. 

Abt. rV. And further, full power and authority are here- 
by given and granted to the said general court, from time to 
time, to make, ordain and establish, all manner of wholesome 
and reasonable orders, laws, statutes and ordinances, directions 
and instructions, either with penalties or without ; so as the 
same be not repugnant or contrary to this constitution, as 
they shall judge to be for the good and welfare of this Com- 
monwealth, and for the government and ordering thereof, and 
of the subjects of the same, and for the necessary support and 
defence of the government thereof ; and to name and settle 
annually, or provide by fixed laws for the naming and 
settling, all civil officers within the said Commonwealth, 
the election and constitution of whom are not hereafter 
in this form of government otherwise provided for ; and to 
set forth the several duties, powers and limits, of the several 
civil and military officers of this Commonwealth, and the 
forms of such oaths or affirmations as shall be respectively 
administered unto them for the execution of their several 
offices and places, so as the same be not repugnant or 
contrary to this constitution; and to impose and levy 
proportional and reasonable assessments, rates and taxes, 
upon all the inhabitants of, and persons resident, and estates 
lying, within the said Commonwealth ; and also to impose 
and levy reasonable duties and excises upon any produce, 
goods, wares, merchandise, and commodities whatsoever, 
brought into, produced, manufactured, or being within 
the same; to be issued and disposed of by warrant, 
under the hand of the governor of this Commonwealth 
for the time being, with the advice and consent of the coun- 
cil, for the public service, in the necessary defence and 
support of the government of the said Commonwealth, and 
the protection and preservation of the subjects thereof 
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according to auch acts aa aie, or shall be in farce 

And while tlie public chargea of gorenimcnt, i 
thereof, shall be assessed on polls snd estates, in i 
tlathas hitherto been practised, in order that si 
menia may be made with equality, there ahall be e 
of eatates within the Commonwealth, taken enei 
every ten years at least, and as much oftener as t 
coDit shall order.

And the inhabitants of plantations unincorporated, quali- 
fied as this constitution provides, who are or shall be em- 
powered and required to assess taxes upon themselves 
toward the support of government, shall have the same 
privilege of voting for councillors and senators, in the plan- 
tations where they reside, as town inhabitants have in their 
respective towns ; and the plantation meetings for that pur- 
pose shall be held, annually, on the same first Monday in 
April, at such place in the plantations, respectively, as the 
assessors thereof shall direct; which assessors shall have 
like authority for notifying the electors, collecting and re- 
turning the votes, as the selectmen and town clerks have in 
their several towns, by this constitution. And all other 
persons living in places unincorporated, (qualified as afore- 
said,) who shall be assessed to the support of govern- 
ment, by the assessors of an adjacent town, shall have the 
privilege of giving in their votes for councillors and senators, 
in the town where they shall be assessed, and be notified of 
the place of meeting, by the selectmen of the town where 
they shall be assessed, for that purpose, accordingly. [See 
Amendments, Article X.] 
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Abt. III. And that there may be a due conyention of 
senators on the last Wednesday in May, annually, the gov- 
emor, with fiye of the council, for the time being, shall, as 
soon as may be, examine the returned copies of such records ; 
and fourteen days before the said day, he shall issue his 
summons to such persons as shall appear to be chosen by a 
majority of voters, to attend on that day, and take their seats 
accordingly : provided, nevertheless, that for the first year, 
the said returned copies shall be examined by the president 
and five of the council of the former constitution of 
government; and the said president, shall, in like man- 
ner, issue his summons to the persons so elected, that 
they may take their seats as aforesaid. [See Amendments, 
Article X.] 

Abt. IV. The senate shall be the final judge of the elec- 
tions, returns, and qualifications of their own members, as 
pointed out in the constitution, and shall, on the said last 
Wednesday in May, annually, determine and declare who 
are elected by each district, to be senators, by a majority of 
votes : and in case there shall not appear to be the full num- 
ber of senators returned, elected by a majority of votes, for 
any district, the deficiency shall be supplied in the following 
manner, viz. : The members of the house of representatives, 
and such senators as shaU be declared elected, shall take the 
names of such persons as shall be found to have the highest 
number of votes in such district, and not elected, amounting 
to twice the number of senators wanting, if there be so 
many voted for ; and out of these, shall elect by ballot a 
number of senators sufficient to fill up the vacancies in such 
district ; and in this manner all such vacancies shall be filled 
ux) in every district of the Commonwealth ; and in like man* 
ner all vacancies in the senate, arising by death, removal out 
of the State, or otherwise, shall be supplied as soon as may 
be after such vacancies shall happen. [See Amendments* 
Article X.] 
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CHAPTER I. 

SECTION in. 

House of Bepresentatives, 

AaTicLB I. There shall bo in the legislature of this Com- 
monwealth, a representation of the people, annually elected, 
and founded upon the principle of equality. 

Art. n. And in order to provide for a representation of 
the citizens of this Commonwealth, founded upon the prin- 
ciple of equality, every corporate town, containing one 
hundred and fifty ratable polls, may elect one representa- 
tive; every corporate town containing three hundred and 
seventy- five ratable polls, may elect two representatives ; 
every corporate town containing six hundred ratable polls, 
may elect tliree representatives; and proceeding in that 
manner, making two hundred and twenty-five ratable polls 
the mean increasing number for every additional representa- 
tive. [See Amendments, Articles XII. and XIII.] , 

Provided, nevertheless, that each town now incorporated, 
not having one hundred and fifty ratable polls, may elect 
one representative ; but no place shall hereafter be incorpo- 
rated with the privilege of electing a representative, unless 
there are within the same, one hundred and fifty ratable 
polls. 

. And the house of representatives shall have power, from 
time to time, to impose fines upon s^ch towns as shall neg- 
lect to choose and return members to the same, agreeably to 
this constitution. 

The expenses of travelling to the general assembly, and 
returning home, once in every session, and no more, shall be 
paid by the government, out of the public treasury, to every 
member who shall attend as seasonably as he can, in the 
judgment of the house, and does not depart without leave. 
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Abt. IX. Not less than sixty members of the house of 
representatives shall constitute a quorum for doing business. 

Abt. X. The house of representatives shall be the judge 
of the returns, elections, and qualifications of its own mem- 
bers, as pointed out in the constitution ; shall choose their 
own speaker, appoint their own o£icers, and settle the rules 
and orders of proceeding in their own house. They shall 
have authority to punish by imprisonment, every person, not 
a member, who shall be guilty of disrespect to the house, by 
any disorderly or contemptuous behavior in its presence ; or 
who, in the town where the general court is sitting, and dur- 
ing the time^of its sitting, shall threaten harm to the body or 
estate of any of its members, for any thing said or done 
in the house ; or who shall assault any of them therefor ; 
or who shall assault, or arrest, any witness, or other person, 
ordered to attend the house, in his way in going, or return- 
ing ; or who shall rescue any person arrested by the order of 
the house. 

And no member of the house of representatives shall 
be arrested, or held to bail on mean process, during his 
going unto, returning from, or his attending, the general 
assembly. 

Abt. XI. The senate shall have the same powers in the 
like cases; and the governor and council shall have the 
same authority to punish in like cases : provided that no 
imprisonment, on the warrant or order of the governor, 
council, senate, or house of representatives, for either of the 
above described offences, be for a term exceeding thirty days. 

And the senate and house of representatives may try and 
determine aU cases where their rights and privileges are con- 
cerned, and which, by the constitution, they have authority 
to try and determine, by committees of their own members, 
or in such other way as they may, respectively, think best. 
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and the sheriff shall transmit the same to the secretary's 
office seventeen days at least before the said last Wednes- 
day in May ; or the selectmen may cause returns of the 
same to be made to the office of the secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, seventeen days, at least, before the said day; 
and the secretary shall lay the same before the senate and 
the house of representatives, on the last Wednesday in May, 
to be by them examined ; and in case of an election by a 
majority of all the votes returned, the choice shall be by 
them declared and published ; but if no person shall have a 
majority of votes, the house of representatives, shall, by 
ballot, elect two out of four persons, wlio had the highest 
number of votes, if so many shall have been voted for ; but If 
otherwise, out of the number voted for ; and make return to 
the senate of the two persons so elected ; on which, the senate 
shall proceed, by ballot, to elect one, who shall be declared 
governor. [See Amendments, Articles II., X., XIV., XV.] 

Art. IV. The governor shall have authority, from time to 
time, at his discretion, to assemble and call together the coun- 
cillors of this Commonwealth for the time being ; and the gov- 
ernor, with the said councillors, or five of them, at least, shall, 
and may, from time to time, hold and keep a council, for 
the ordering and directing the affairs of the Commonwealth, 
agreeably to the constitution and the laws of the land. 

Art. V. The governor, with advice of council, shall 
have full power and authority, during the session of the 
general court, to adjourn or prorogue the same to any time 
the two houses shall desire ; and to dissolve the same on 
the day next preceding the last Wednesday in May ; and, 
in the recess of the said court, to prorogue the same from 
time to time, not exceeding ninety days in any one recess ; 
and to call it together sooner than the time to which it may 
be adjourned or prorogued, if the welfare of the Common- 
wealth shall require the same ; and in case of any infectious

or spiritual, within this Commonwealth ; except the author- 
ity and power which is or may be vested by their constitu- 
ents in the congress of the United States ; and I do further 
testify and declare, that no man, or body of men, hath, or 
can have, any right to absolve or discharge me from the obli- 
gation of this oath, declaration, or affirmation ; and that I do 
make this acknowledgment, profession, testimony, declara- 
tion, denial, renunciation and abjuration, heartily and truly, 
according to the common meaning and acceptation of the 
foregoing words, without any equivocation, mental evasion, 
or secret reservation whatsoever. So help me, God."

at such meetings : provided, that no such govei 
be a«cted or constituted in any town not conte 
thousand inhabitants ; nor unless it be with the

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town, present and voting thereon, pursuant to a vote at a 
meeting duly warned and holden for that purpose : and pro- 
vided, also, that all by-laws, made by such municipal or city 
government, shall be subject, at all times, to be annulled by 
the general court. 

Every male citizen of twenty-one years of age 
and upwards, (excepting paupers and persons under guar- 
dianship,) who shall have resided within the Commonwealth 
one year, and within the town or district, in which he may 
claim a right to vote, six calendar months next preceding any 
election of governor, lieutenant-governor, senators, or repre- 
sentatives, and who shall have paid, by himself or his parent, 
master, or guardian, any state or county tax, which shall, 
within two years next preceding such election, have been 
assessed upon him, in any town or district of this Common- 
wealth ; and also every citizen who shall be by law exempted

But in case a second meeting shall be necei 
the choice of representatives, such meetings shall be 
the fourth Monday of the same month of Novembe 
Amendments, Article XV.] 

All the other provisions of the constitution, re 
the elections and proceedings of the members of thi 
court, or of any other officers or persons whatever, t 
reference to the last Wednesday of May as the cor 
ment of the political year, shall be so far altered, as 
like reference to the first Wednesday of January. 

This article shall go into operation on the first 
October, next foEowing the day when the same shall

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lepreaentattTea, aod all other atste officers, vrWa are annually 
chosen, and who shall be chosen for the current year, when 
the same shall go into operation, ehaH hold their respective 
ofices until the first Wednesday of January then neit fol- 
lowing, and luitil others are chosen and qualiticd in their 
stead, and no longer ; and the first election of the govemor, 
lien tenant- governor, senators and representatives, to be had 
in virtue of tius article, shall be had conformably thereunto, 
in the month of November following tlie day on which the 
same shall be in force and go into operation, pursuant to the 
foregoing provision.

NOTICE TO MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL COURT.

The library is in the second story of the Enlargement. 

RBGULATIONS. 

The Library is open during the Session of the Legislature, each 
day, without intermission, from 9 A. m. to 5 p. m., except on 
Saturday p. m., when it is closed at 1 o'clock, for sweeping, 
dusting, &c. 

All persons may use the Library for consultation or reference. 

Members of the Legislature may enter any alcove and consult 
or peruse any book at their pleasure. 

Members may take any of the miscellaneous books to their 
lodgings and retain them for a reasonable time. 

The Statutes, Law Reports, State Papers, Journals, Dictiona- 
ries, Encyclopsedias, &c., &c., may be taken to any part of the 
State House, but are not to be removed from it except in special 
cases. 

Any member wishing to have access to any or all parts of the 
Library, can be furnished with a key which will open every 
alcove, on application to one of the Assistants, the key to be 
returned before leaving the Library-room. 

Members taking books from the shelves are requested to be 
particularly careful to return them to their proper places, or to 
leave them on the tables, to be replaced by the attendants. 

No book is to be taken by a member from the Library-room 
without its being charged to him.

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THE STATE HOUSE. 



The present State House was erected in 1795-7, upon land 
purchased of the heirs of John Hancock, by the town of Boston, 
for the sum of $4,000, and conveyed by said town to the Common- 
wealth, May 2, 1795. The commissioners on the part of the town 
to convey the " Governor's Pasture," as it was styled, to the Com- 
monwealth, were William Tudor, Charles Jarvis, John Coffin 
Jones, William Eustis, William Little, Thomas Dawes, Joseph 
Bnssell, Harrison Gray Otis and Perez Morton. The agents for 
erecting the State House were named in the deed as follows: 
Thomas Dawes, Edward Hutchinson Robbins, and Charles 
Bulfinch. 

The comer-stone was laid July 4th, 1795, by Governor Samuel 
Adams, assisted by Paul Bevere, Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Masons. The stone was drawn to the spot by fifteen white horses, 
representing the number of States of the Union at that time. The 
building is 173 feet front; the height, including dome, is 110 feet, 
and the foundation is about that height above the waters of the 
Bay. The dome is 53 feet in diameter, and 35 feet high. 

Extensive improvements, including a ** new part," extending 
backward upon Mount Vernon Street, were made chiefly under 
the direction of a commission, in the years 1853, 1854, 1855, and 
1856. 

Under a Resolve of 1866, a commission was appointed to in- 
quire and report concerning the whole subject of remodelling or 
rebuilding the State House. They reported three propositions, 
without deciding in favor of either. The first was a plan of 
remodelling, at an expense of $375,430; the second, a plan of 
remodelling, at an expense of $759,872 ; and the third, a plan for 
a new building, at an expense of $2,042,574. The report of the 
commission was referred to the Committee on the State House of 
the session of 1867, who recommended a plan of alterations, at the 
estimated expense of $150,000; and by Resolve No. 84 of that 
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year, the work was ordered to be executed under the supervision 
of a commission consisting of the President of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, who were authorized 
bj the same Resolve to expend $150,000, and by a subsequent 
Resolve $20,000 in addition. The President of the Senate died 
on the 29th of October, and thereafter the work was continued by 
the surviving commissioner. 

The work was commenced on the 2d day of July, and was so 
nearly completed, so far as the conveniences for the legislative de- 
partment are concerned, that both branches of the General Court 
met on the first day of January and continued their sessions sub- 
stantially without interruption. The improvements consist of an 
almost entire reconstruction of the interior of the building, except 
the *'.new part," before referred to as having been added some ten 
years ago, whereby waste spaces are economized, the access to 
the several parts of the building simplified and made much more 
convenient, additional height and commodiousness given to a 
large part of the rooms, and a net gain of more than thirty rooms 
secured without extending the exterior walls of the building. 
Including the extension of the old, as well as the construction of 
the additional rooms, the contents of these apartments have been 
increased from about one hundred and three thousand to about 
two hundred and sixty-five thousand cubic feet — a net gain of one 
hundred and sixty-two thousand cubic feet. 

The exterior improvements consist principally in the removal of 
a large number of supernumerary chimneys and other excrescen- 
ces, which had marred and concealed the original well-approved 
architectural proportions of the State House. Two "new galleries 
were added to the Representatives' Hall, and its finish, as also 
that of the Senate Chamber, was much improved, while their 
general outline was retained. The Council Chamber, with the 
exception of the ceiling, which was frescoed, remains with its 
ancient finish unchanged. The Governor's room was enlarged 
laterally, and additional height was also added by absorbing into 
it the old "green room," which was directly above. A new 
" green room," a spacious hall, elegantly finished and well lighted 
and ventilated, fifty-six by thirty-seven feet, has been constructed* 
The ceiling of the Doric Hall was raised two feet and finished in 
panels, and its floor, and also those of the corridors on either side 
of it, were laid with marble tile. Improvements were made in

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the basement story which entirely changed its character and 
atilized its waste places. Beside the space occupied by the heat- 
ing and ventilating apparatus and two large fire-proof rooms, 
there are now in this story, in the old part, twelve good rooms. 
Openings were made in both wings between the main building 
and the addition, by which spacious corridors were secured lead- 
ing directly from the Mt. Vernon Street entrances, which by branch 
corridors are connected with each other and give easy access to 
every part of the basement. ,The floors of the corridors in this 
story are also laid with marble tile. The whole is heated by 
steam, generated in three boilers located in an underground room 
outside of the walls between the west wing and Hancock Avenue. 
Warm, firesh hydrated air for ventilation is supplied to every room 
by a fan propelled by a steam-engine, and the same engine runs 
an exhaust fan for removing the foul air from the halls and some 
of the principal rooms. A steam-pump forces water to the upper 
part of the building through large pipes, to which there is attached 
in the several stories more than a thousand feet of rubber hose, by 
which every room may be reached in case of fire. In addition to 
this precaution against fire, there is a steam-pipe leading to the 
dome, by means of which a fire there may be almost instantly 
extinguished. 

These improvements were executed from the plans of the 
architects, Washburn & Son, and under their direct and constant 
supervision. Cost, including furniture, about $250,000. 

The Legislature of 1868 made provision for re-seating the Sen- 
ate Chamber and the Hall of the House, which improvements 
were made under the supervision of legislative committees, in 
season for the accommodation of the legislature of 1869, at a cost 
of about $6,600.

The colors of the several regiments and batteries of Massachu- 
setts which had served the country during the war of the rebel- 
lion, were returned to the State House on the 22d of December, 
1865. A full account of the interesting ceremonies of the occasion 
^ay be found in the Adjutant-General's Report for the year 1865. 
The colors were grouped around the pillars in the Doric Hall, 
where they remained until by authority of Resolve No. 38 of 1866» 
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they were placed in the niches on the north side of the hall and 
in the sides of the recess occupied bj the Washington Statue, 
according to a plan of A. R. £sty, Esq., architect, in whose 
charge the matter was placed by the Governor and Council. The 
flags are 269 in number; 194 being of infantry regiments, and 75 
of cavalry and artillery. The cavalry flags are placed in the 
north-west angle niche of the hall ; the infantry flags in the Wash- 
ington Statue recess, and the artillery and battery flags in the 
north-eastern niche. In the statue recess, the national colors are 
located in regular numerical order upon the lowest shelf on either 
side of the statue, commencing No. 1 next to cavalry flags, with 
the State and other colors in the back ground. The flags are en- 
closed within mammoth panes of glass, and the openings are 
properly guarded by fencing.

In the pavement of the area, near the statue, are fac similes of

England. They were presented by the Right Hon. Earl Spencer 
to the Hon. Charles Sumner, and by him to the Commonwealth, 
February 22, 1861.
